Relative to the ra-building of the jail of Armstrong county, and au- 
thorizing the commissioners of said county to borrow money. 

Whereas, The jail of Armstrong county had become so in- 
secure, that no prisoners could be kept in confinement without 
a guard kept constantly in attendance, at great expense to the 
county, aud by reason of dampness it had also become un- 
healthy, and endangered the health of prisoners confined there- 
in ; a grand jury of tho county in pursuance of the act of 
assembly regarding it, recommended its repair : 

And whereas, Said recommendation having been approved 
by the court, the commissioners of the county, in pursuance 
thereof, made contracts for repairing said jail, and the work of 
repairing commenced ; the roof having been removed, it was 
then ascertained that the building was not only insecure for 
the purpose of confinement, but that the walls have been either 
so imperfectly built, or had so fallen iuto decay, as to be en- 
tirely unfitted to support the intended repairs, and had to be 
torn down :

Section 2. The name, style and title of the institution and 
the constitution thereof, shall be as follows : 

Article 1. The said institution shall be hereafter and for- 
ever called and known by the name and style of Beaver College 
and Musical Institute ; by that name it shall have perpetual 
succession and have the right to adopt and use a common seal, 
and the same to change at pleasure, shall be capable of suing 1

Each stockholder of the Beaver Seminar}' and In- 
stitute shall be entitled to as many shares in the Beaver College 
and Musical Institute, as he holds shares in the Beaver Semi- 
nary and Institute, and each new contribution shall entitle the 
contributor to one share for every ten dollars contributed. 

Article 4. A register shall be kept containing the names of 
all shareholders, with the number of shares held by each ; and 
no share shall be transferred except on said register, by the 
shareholder in person, or in case of his decease, by his legal 
representative in the presence of, and attested by the secre- 
tary of the board of trustees.

In Delaware county. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen 
tativea of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General Assem- 
bly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the sqme, 
That no license to sell intoxicating drinks shall be granted

The mayor is hereby authorized, in case of ne- 
cessary absence from the city, of his sickness or other tern- 
porary disability, to designate one of the aldermen of said

That the purpose of this act is to organize and 
incorporate a saving bank and loan company; that the busi- 
ness of said corporation shall be to receive on deposit from 
all persons who shall offer the same, any sum or sums of

LAWS OP PENNSYLVANIA, 

Section 11. Th»* it shall be the duty of the directors of 
said corporation, on the first Monday in January and July in 
each year, to make and declare out of the net proceeds and 
profits of the business of said corporation, a dividend of so 
much thereof as they may deem best, and the same to pay 
over to the stockholders or legal representatives within ten 
days thereafter : Provided, That if the directors shall declare 
and pay any dividend from any source whatever other than 
tbe net profits and gains of the business of said corporation, 
or shall receive from any person or persons, any deposit after 
the assets of said corporation shall have become depreciated 
in cash value below the whole amount of the deposits with 
said corporation, and the debts of the same, and filly per 
centum of its capital paid in, they shall become and be, and 
so long as said depreciation continues, shall remain jointly 
and severally personally liable to the depositors with and 
creditors of said corporation for any deficiencies existing to 
them after their remedies against the said corporation shall 
have become exhausted. 

That the shares of said corporation shall be 
transferable on its books, in such manner as may be designated 
by the by-laws thereof; that each stockholder shall be entitled 
to cast one vote, in person or by proxy, for each and every 
share of 6tock by said stockholder then owned ; that if any 
person or persons shall subscribe to the original stock of said 
corporation, or to the increased stock thoreof, and shall omit 
to pay the same, or any instalment thereof, for the period of 
thirty days after the time prescribed for the payment thereof, 
tbe rat neys theretofore paid by such subscriber, and the stock 
by him or her subscribed for, shall be forfeited to said corpo- 
ration, and the directors of said corporation may sell and dis- 
pose of the said stock as they may deem most advantageous 
to said corporation. 

Section 13. That the officers and agents of the said corpo- 
ration, upon entering upon the discharge of their duties, shall 
give bonds in such an amount as the directors shall fix, f° r 
their fidelity and good conduct, and for the safe-keeping and 
appropriation of ail such sums of money as shall be placed 
in their charge by depusitors and others, and that the directors 
of said corporation may require an increase of the amount of 
said bonds whenever they may deem it necessary; that such 
portions of the by-laws and regulations of the said corpora- 
lion as relate to the receipt and payment of deposits, and to 
the rate of interest paid thereon, shall be put up in a con- 
spicuous place in the office where the business of said corpo- 
ration is transacted. 

Section 14. This charter shall continue for twenty years ; 
but the legislature reserves the power to alter, revoke, or 
annul this charter whenever in their opinion it may be in- 
jurious to the citizens of the commonwealth, in such manner 
however that no injustice shall be done to the incorporators:

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To an act, entitled "An Act to incorporate the Philadelphia Association 
for the Kclief of Disabled Firemen," approved the twenty-fifth day 
of March, Anno Domini one thousand right hundred and thirty-five, 
changing the object of said corporation to that of a funeral benefit 
society. 

Whereas, The Association for the Relief of Disabled Fire- 
men was incorporated at a time when the fire department of 
the city of Philadelphia was a voluntary organization and no 
compensation was paid to those who performed the duties as 
active firemen in said city :

Supplementing the charter of the ^.rmonia Insurance Company of 

Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. 

Whereas, The A rmcnia Insurance Company of Pittsburgh p ream iji e< 
Pennsylvania, was inorporated and made a body politic in 
law and in fact by tbe court of common pleas of Allegheny 
county, at number eight hundred and sixty-two (862) of March 
term, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, under the 
acts of assembly giving the courts of this commonwealth 
power to incorporate insurance companies, et cetera, aud of 
which said charter the following is a true and correct copy, 
namely : 

< BARTER OF THE ARMENIA INSURANCE COMPANY OF PITTSBURG, 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Section 1. That S. S. D. Thompson, James T. Brady, Joseph corporator*. 
Walton. Jacob II. Walter, James M'Brier, Joseph Myers, Alex- 
ander Nimick, B. F. Jones, M. K. Moorhead, William P. Lo- 
gan, Alexander Patterson, John II. M'Creery, J. D. Scully, G. 
W. Smith, William Coleman, B. A. Sampson, or any five of 
them, and their associates, and all persons who may hereafter 
he holders of the stock hereinafter mentioned, are hereby crea- 
ted a body erirporate, under the name, style and title of the Tulfc 
Armenia Insurance Company of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, and

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of U\e Commonuxalth of Pennsylvania in General Assem- 
bly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That J. Simpson Africa. John S. Miller, A. Porter Wilson, 
Mordecai 1$.

Entitled a jnint resolution memorializing congress in referenco to the 
establishment of lights and buoys on western rivers. 

Whereas, There has been introduced into the congress of 
the United States a bill to extend the jurisdiction of the light- 
house board, which is in language as follows : 

w Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate a?id House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That the jurisdiction of the light-house board, created 
by the act, entitled "An Act making appropriations lor light- 
houses, light-boats, buoys, <fcc," approved August thirty first, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, is hereby extended 
so as to include the Mississippi river from St. Paul to its 
mouth, Missouri river from Sioux city to its mouth, and the 
Ohio river from Pittsburg to its mouth ; and the said board 
is hereby required to arrange these rivers into one or more 
light- house districts, to be in all respects on the same footing 
as the existing light-house districts, and to take the proper 
means to supply these rivers with such lights, buoys, channel 
marks and other aids to navigation as may be necessary for 
the security of commerce. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted, That the sum of one 
hundred thousand dollars is hereby appropriated to carry out 
the provisions of this act;" therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and Bouse of Representatives 
of the Commonwealth 6f Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met, That appreciating the enormous value of the commerce 
of the Ohio and other western rivers, being in amount at 
least three times that of our entire foreign trade, we deem it 
the duty of congress to afford it all the protection and safe- 
guards within its power ; that a thorough system of lights, 
buoys and channel marks, as proposed in the abovo recited 
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bill, could not fail to be of great service and be the means of 
saving much property and many valuable lives.
